(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), 
and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

5. Claims 1, 2, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Fujimoto et 
al., U.S. Patent US2004/0 103244 Al. 

A) As to claims 1, 2, and 8, it would appear that Fujimoto et al. teaches a similar system 
to that of the present invention. There is a system with a host computer (Fig 4 Ref 3), a 
management computer (Fig 4 Ref 60), a storage sub-system having one or more volumes 
(Fig 4 Ref 2), and disk control units provided in the storage sub-system (Fig 4 Ref 72). 
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The system storing volume identifiers, physical addresses, and grouping information for 
the storage sub-system (see Figs 12-15). This information being used when accessing the 
various groups. 



Allowable Claims 

6. Claims 3 and 4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
